reaching the decision that she cannot 
afford to pay such a price for the 
channel ports and that if she did get 
them, she might not be able to hold 
them. Whether it bo this decision or 
dire necessity that has halted her in 
the drive towards Dunkirk, she is cer- 
tainly checked in her mad rush against 
the walled lines ot" the Allies. 


The probability is, thai her losses 


were so staggering thai she could not

The losses inflicted upon 


the enemy by the Allies in Monday's 
battles on the twelve mile front ne^r 
1'pres, were the heaviest perhaps on 
an equal length ot front since the war 
started.

—Engage Germans in Hand-to- 
Hand Fighting—Heavy Losses 


WITH

FRANCE, May 2. , (By the Associated 
Press.)—A 
heavy 
German 
attack 


launched Tuesday against the Ameri 
cans in the vicinity of Villers-Breton 
neux was repulsed with heavy losses 
for the enemy. 
The German prelimi- 


nary bombardment lasted two hours 
and then the infantry rushed forwarc 
only to be driven back, leaving- larse 
numbers of dead on the ground ir 
front" of the American lines. 


The German bombardment opened 


at ft o'clock in the afternoon and was 
directed especially against the Amer- 
icans, who wore supported on the north 
and south by the French.

was intense, and at the end of two 
hours tha 
German 
commander sent 


forward three battalions of infantry.

There was hand to hand fighting all 


along the lino, as a, result of which 
the enemy was thrust hack, his dead 
and wounded lying on the. ground in 
all directions.

The. struggle, which lasted a con- 


siderable time, was extremely violent 
and the Americans displayed marked 
bravery throughout. 


It. was the first occasion in which 


the Americana were engaged in the 
big battle which has been raging-since 


- March 21, and 
the.ii- French comrades 


are full of praise for the manner in 
which they conducted themselves un- 
der trying- circumstances, especially in 
view of the fact that they are fight- 
ing at one of the most difficult points 
on the battle front.

Suwanee," she was purchased by the 
Ocean Steamship company last 
year 


and placed in the New York-Savannah 
Service. The vessel replaced the City 
of Memphis, formerly engaged in the

All of the passengers and many of 


the crew were In their berths when 
lite bow of the warship lunged into 
the side of the 2300-ton coastwise ves- 
sel.

bravery throughout. 


It was the lirst occasion in which 


the Americans were' cng-aged in the 
big: battle which has been raging-since 
March 21, and their French comrades 
are full of praise for the manner in 
which they conducted themselves un- 
iler trying- circumstances, especially in 
view of the fact that thev are fight- 
ing- at one of the most diilicult points 
oil the battle front.

1911 at Camden, N. J,, for the Mer- 
chants & Miners' Transportation com- 
pany, and was formerly known as the 
Somerset. 
With a sister ship, 
the 


Kuwanee. she was purchased by the 
Ocean Steamship company 
last 
year 


and placed in the New York-Savannah 
service. 
The vessel replaced the City 


of Memphis, formerly engaged in the 
same service, which was sunk by 
German submarine .March 
17, 1916, 


while on a transatlantic voyage.

All of the passengers and many of 


the crew were in their berths when 
the bow of the warship lunged into 
the side of the 2300-ton coastwise ves- 
sel. 


Fire broke out almost immediately 


afterward in hold No. 1. but it had r.o 
bearing on the fate of the ship, for 
the flames were quickly quenched by 
the rush of water which poured in. 


Captain J. Forward, one of the vet- 


eran commanders in the service of the 
Ocean Steamship company, owners of 
the vessel, did his best to avert a 
panic and man the lifeboats. So quick- 
ly did the doomed vessel sink, how- 
ever, that there was no time to g-et 
the boats away, and many of those 
who perished were 
trapped in 
their 
berths. 


Those of the passengers and crew 


who were able to reach the deck, all 
of them thinly clad and many without 
life preservers, plunged into the sea.

In his letter. Gen. Crowder says: 
"The attention of this office is beini 


constantly directed to the action o 
certain local boards which persist ii 
giving their registrants permits to en 
list in various or all branches of tin 
military service. 
In order that thii 


practice, may be discontinued, it is re 
auested that the following points bi 
brought to the immediate attention o 
all local boards. 


"Attention should be directed at the 


outset to the difference between 
en- 


listment and induction. 
Enlistment is 


accomplished by the military author- 
ities. 
Induction is accomplished bj 


local boards. 
Men subject to the pro- 


visions of the selective service act 
may not, except in the few instances 
enumerated in paragraph 3 be enlist- 
ed in tho military service. They maj 
enter the service, only by induction bs 
their local boards in accordance with 
the provisions of the selective service 
regulations. 
On, the other hand, men 


outside of drat'l ago under no circum- 
stances may be inducted into service 
by local boards. Such persons are out- 
side the jurisdiction of the 
selective 


service regulations, and may enter tiie 
military service only by enlistment by 
the proper military authorities. 


"Registrants who conform to certain 


requirements may enlist in the Medical 
Enlisted P.eservo corps, the Engineers' 
Enlisted Reserve corps, the

section, Signal Enlisted Reserve corps, 
the Enlisted 
Keserve 
corps 
of the 


quartermaster's department and the 
Signal Enlisted Reserve corps. 
To ef- 


fect enlistment in one of these enlist- 
ed reserve corps, no certificate or per- 
mit by a local board is required. The 
registrants 
must, however, conform 


to tho regulations governing such en- 
listments. 
Tho provisions cited 
in
